LITTLE over a year ago a baby hippopotamus was born into the family 
of animals at the zoo. The other morning the baby hippo, with fuzzy 


hair around his pink ears, his tall clipped, nnd his early morning bath out of 
tho way (babies hnte them), ho was 
ready to celebrate his flrst birthday. 


Although ho is known as "Hippo" 


to tho animals at tho zoo, his real 
name Is 
Hippopotamus Amphlblus 


LIneas, nnd he can trace his ancestry 
back to the denizens of tho African 
forests and Jungles, where his ances- 
tors roamed supreme.

Buster Is tho color of n mole, has

This 
system, not only furnishes green feud 
for the birds but freshens and put-Hies 
the yard. 
Among the best crops for 


tills purpose are rape, rye, oats and 
barley. Rye Is regarded a.s particu- 
larly good because, In most sections, 
it will live through the winter and fur- 
nish an excellent early spring pasture, 
There aro various other crops adapted 
to different sections. Tho proper sea- 
son for planting varies according to 
the locality, 


Feeds for Storage. 


Of! stored feeds, cablmges, mangel 


wtiraels, clover and alfalfa are the 
feeds most commonly used during tho 
winter. 
Cabbages and mangels may 


be either grown at home or bought 
in the fall when prices aro low and 
stored In the cellar. Cabbages do not 
keep as well in ordinary cellars as 
mangel wuraols, and where both of 
theso feeds are available the cab- 
bages should be fed first. 
The best 


method of feeding Is to suspend the 
cabbages in reach of tho birds. Mangel 
wuraels should be split and stuck on, 
nails on the wall .or fence. 


Clover and alfalfa may bo fed as 


hay, cut in tho lengths of an inch 01- 
less, or they may be bought in the 
form of meal. 
For use as poultry 


green feed, clover and alfalfa should 
bo cut while slightly immature, 'This 
is one of the points that the poultry- 
keeper will need to look to In making 
provision for a supply of winter green 
feed. Sprouted oats constitute an un- 
failing source of winter green feed 
when no other feed Is available, but

Improper methods of producing and 
handling eggs amounts to millions of 
dollars a year. Probably one-third of 
this loss is duo to the partial hatching 
of fertile eggs which have been al- 
lowed to become warm enough to in- 
cubate. This annual loss of good food 
can bo prevented by separating the 
hens from the male birds after the 
Hitching season is over. 
The male 


)Ird servos no useful purpose in the 
flock during summer, fall and winter 
and should be cooked, sold or confined 
Immediately after the hatching season 
is over. 


Teach How to Preserve Eggs. 


To teach city people how to pro- 


serve eggs with water glass, extension 
workers of the poultry division of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture are holding demonstrations in 
largo department stores In a number 
of cities.

Poultry Wheatfess Rations. 


Whoatless rations for commercial or 


coop fleshing of young chickens for 
market offers u> commercial feeders' 
singularly efficient and economical ra- 
tions for rapid gains in weight.' In 
tests conducted by specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, a report of which has beeri pub- 
lished in a professional paper, Bulletin 
657, a ration composed of eornmeal 
nnd fresh buttermilk, fed again and 
again throughout the whole feeding 
season, produced in 14 days' coop 
feeding an average gain of a pound 
for every 888 pounds of wet feed con- 
sumed. Still better results were ob- 
tained with distillers' grains. In the 
tests the highest and cheapest gains 
were made by birds having an Initial 
weight of two pounds or less.

Best Interior Arrangement. 


As soon as you begin to talk about 


how a man should arrange the Inside? 
of his bat'n you step on his toes. Al- 
most every farmer has his own par- 
ticular Ideas ns to the ideal inside ar- 
rangement of his barn. 
But in dairy 


barns there are two possible ways to 
dispose of the cows. 
It Is generally 


recognized that having two rows of 
them is more economical of both space 
and labor. 
The cows may be placed | 


facing the walls, or they may be stood 
with rows facing each other across the 
central feed alley. Since there Is more 
work at feeding the cows than In clean- 
Ing out the manure, It seems that the 
plan with the central feed alley and 
the cows facing It should be preferred 
as saving somewhat more labor. Then 
the .same arrangement lets the light 
fall on the cow's hind-parts and the 
milker can see whether or not the ud- 
der Is clean. Likewise, it is easier to 
see when cleaning the stalls, and the 
drainage Is better when running from 
the center to the outside. Also there Is 
less of a mixup In letting the cows in 
or out of their stalls. On the whole It 
looks as If most of the arguments favor 
standing the cows In two rows facing 
each other. 


The dairy barn floor must be made 


of something that can be thoroughly 
nnd easily cleaned. Many substances 
have been tried, but concrete seems to 
be by far the most enduring in popu- 
larity. The biggest kick lodged against 
It Is that it Is so cold, but the atse of 


visors had enough gumption to keep 
away from t:be old 'side hill bank barn 
style. They set this barn out In tjie 
open where the basement could have 
full-size windows on all four sides. 
They built a bridge to tho haymow 
floor out of re-enforced concrete. Tho 
embankment Is back ten feet from the 
basement wall, and this distance Is 
spanned by a re-enforced concrete slab.

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Preparations for Canning. 


The first steps in all canning, says 


the United Slates department of ag- 
riculture, consist, Jn tho preparation 
and donning of containers and in the; 
preparation of the products to be 
c-inned by washing, paring, trimming, 
and cult Ing Into pieces whore division 
Is necessary. 


Those engaged In the work should 


start with clean hands, clean tit.on.slls, 
clean, sound, fresh products, and pure, 
clean, soft; water. 
No vegetables or 


fruits which are withered or unsound 
should be canned. 
If possible, only 


fruits and vegetables picked the day 
of canning should be used. Peas and 
com, which lose their flavor rapidly, 
should be canned, in fact, within flvo 
hours if n choice product la desired. 


Before the preparation of (lie prod- 


ucts Is begun the containers should 
be washed. If glass or crockery Jars 
nre used thoy should be placed In a 
vessel of cold water over a flre to ' 
beat. 
They will then be hot and 


ready for use when the products have 
been prepared for packing. 


All uri); and dirt should be washed 


carefully from the materials to be 
used. 
All products should be graded 


especially for ripeness. Large fruits 
and vegetables should bo pared if 
necessary, and small fruits, berries, 
nnd greens picked over carefully.

third Liberty loan, and will have vary- 
ing maturity periods, not exceeding 
four months.

indicates that tho fourth Liberty loan 
will be for at least $0,000,000,000, the 
exact amount depending on govern- 
ment expenditures In the next four 
months.

Feeds for Storage. 


Of stored loods, cabbages, mangel 


wui'Kols, clovur and alfalfa arc tho 
foods mobt commonly used dm Ing the 
M Inter. Cabbages and mangels may 
bo ollher grown at home or bought 
lu the fall whon prices aro low and 
.stored In the collar. Cabbages do not 
keep as well in ordinary collars ns 
mangel wuraols, and whero both of 
thoso feeds aro available the cab- 
bages should bo Cud first.

method of feeding Is to suspend tho 
cabbages In roach of tho birds. Mangel 
wuracls should bo split and stuck on, 
mills on tho wall or fence.

The time has arrived when poultry 


keepers should begin making provision 
for a supply of winter green fends. 
While such feeds contain only a com- 
paratively small percentage of actual 
food nutrients, they are important be- 
cause of their succulence and bulk 
which lighten the grain ration and as- 
sist in keeping the birds in good con- 
dition. By taking thought far enough 
ahead many back-yard poultry keepers 
even can produce most of the green 
feed needed and thus avoid a consid- 
erable expense. 


Double-Yard System. 


If you have enough ground the 


double-yard system is advisable for 
supplying green feed during the grow- 
ing season. By this system, the birds 
are confined in one of the yards while 
the other is planted to some quick- 
growing green feed into which the 
hens are turned when it attains a 
height of three or four inches. 
This 


system, not only furnishes green feed 
for the birds but freshens and purifies 
the yard. 
Among, the best crops for 


this purpose are rape, rye, oats, and 
barley. 
Eye is regarded as particu- 


larly good because, In most sections, 
it will live through the winter and fur- 
nish an excellent early spring pasture. 
There are various other crops adapted 
to different sections. The proper sea- 
son for planting varies according to 
the locality. 


Feeds for Storage. 


Oi' stored feeds, cabbages, mangel 


wuraels, clover and alfalfa are the 
feeds most commonly used during the 
,-inter. 
Cabbages and mangels may 


je either grown at home or bought 
In the fall when prices are low and 
stored in the cellar. Cabbages do not 
keep as well in ordinary cellars as 
mangel wuraels, and where both of 
these feeds are available the cab- 
bages should be fed first. The best 
method of feeding'is to suspend the 
cabbages In reach of the birds. Mangel 
wurzels should be split and stuck on, 
nails on the wall .or fence. 


Clover and alfalfa may be fed as 


hay, cut in the lengths of an inch or 
less, or they may be bought in the 
form of meal.

The loss in the United States from 


improper methods of producing and 
handling eggs amounts to millions of 
dollars a year. Probably one-third of 
this loss is due to the partial hatching 
of fertile eggs which have been al- 
lowed to become warm enough to in- 
cubate. This annual loss of good food 
can be prevented by separating the 
hens from the male birds after the 
hatching season is over. 
The male • 


bird serves no useful purpose In the 
flock during summer, fall and winter 
and should be cooked, sold or confinec 
immediately after the hatching season 
is over.

The first commercial truck load of 


eggs from Vineland and Millville, 
J., into -New York city—about 140 
miles—arrived recently with not one 
egg broken. Delivery from the ship- 
per to the wholesaler was made in 15 
hours, which is faster time than thai 
made by express shipments; and es- 
tablishes a record for motor haul of 
eggs, according to the bureau of mar- 
kets of the United States department 
of agriculture which arranged for the 
demonstration. 
The five-ton truck 


carried 150 crates of eggs weighing 
nearly four tons, the rest of the load 
being inade up of crated • glass.

left Vineland at about 11 a. m., and 
arrived in the wholesale district of 
New York city at two o'clock the 
next morning.

miliar only with the usual type of un- 
handy barn reeking with dirt, dairy 
larns can be planned in such a way 
nd furnished with such modern equlp- 
nent as to make them absolutely sanl- 
ary and capable of being thoroughly 
leaned at no great cost for labor. 


Bes* Interior Arrangement. 


As soon as you begin to talk about 
ow a man should arrange the inside 
f. his barn you step on his toes. A!- 
nost every farmer has his own par- 
cular ideas as to the ideal inside ar- 


rangement of his barn. 
But in dairy 


barns there are two possible ways to 
dispose of the cows. 
It is generally 


recognized that having two rows of 
them Is more economical of both space 
and labor. The cows may be placed 
facing.the walls, or they may be stood 
with-rows facing each other across the 
central feed alley. Since there is more 
work at feeding the cows than in clean- 
ing out the manure, It seems that the 
plan with the central feed alley and 
the cows facing It should be preferred 
as saving somewhat more labor. Then 
the..same arrangement lets the light 
fall on the cow's hind-parts and the 
milker can see whether or not the ud- 
der is clean. Likewise, it is easier to 
see when cleaning the stalls, and the 
drainage is better when running from 


visers had enough gumption tn keep 
away from the old 'side hill bank barn 
style. They set this barn out In the 
open where the basement could have 
full-sixe windows on all four sides. 
They built a bridge to (he haymow 
floor out of re-enforced concrete. The 
embankment is back ten feet from tha 
basement wall, nnd this distance Is 
spanned by a re-enforced concrete slab. 


This Is the way to build a bridge 


and a bank barn without a bank. The 
old way makes a damp, dark basement 
that is more like a cellar than a sani- 
tary dairy stable. 


This barn stables 38 cows In stalls. 


There are also two stock pens, a large 
feed-mixing room, a feed room adja- 
cent to the silo, and in the other end 
of the stable u partltloned-otT wash- 
room. 
The foundation wall is "con- 


structed of vitrified hollow tile, eight 
'set high from the concrete footing 
o the floor joists. Moisture will not 
penetrate through this kind of n wall. 
The cells of the tile Interpose several 
dead-air spaces to break up the wall 
and prevent the transmission of mois- 
lire or cold.

twidy within our roach a "good cus.slng." .Wo cussed tho "Gorman-Ameri- 
cans," and made It a little harder for thorn to declare their loyalty, but tho 
vast'majority ol' thorn behaved so well uiulor tho stress that after a while 
we had to abandon this means of blowing oft' our steam. 
So we picked 


up the British word "slacker" and used It to vent our Irritation; and per- 
haps we did a little good, here and there, with our "slacker" t a l k ; and 
certainly we did some harm, 
We woro very free with tho word, we editors, 


writers and speakers, who woro not In uniform ourselves. 
We were espe- 


cially bitter against what wo liked to call the "swivel-chair warriors" In 
Washington. 
Thero woro men of draft ago, It appears, serving In some of 


tho departments In Washington, and without pausing to Inquire how many 
of those were, physically u n f i t for service In the Hold, or how many had be- 
come Indispensable In the positions they wore filling, wo raged against them.

ARMY TO BE MOTORIZED 


Motorization of field artillery will 


be caried to a greater extent in the 
American Army than in any 
other 


army engaged in the war. 
Not only 


will a far greater amount of motor 
equipment be provided in proportion 
to the strength of the Army, but iw 
will be used for work where armies 
now in the field depend "solely upon 
horse power and man power. 


The 
Ordnance Department 
has 


succeeded in developing such types 
of tractors that, 
exclusive 
of 
the 


heaviest field artillery mounted on 
railroad carriages, all American ar- 
tillery will be motorized, with the ex- 
ception of some of the' 
3-inch-gun 


batteries. 
The problem of motori- 


zation of field artillery is a difficult 
one, 
which explains why it has not 


been carried to a greater extent than 
has been the case with the 
armies 


that have been fighting in Europe for 
the last three years. 


The possible output 
of 
tractors

done none Is more helpful than mo- 
bilizing farm labor. Agents of the de- 
partment went into the cities, towns 
and villages and procured men to work, 
on the farms, and the belief is now 
expressed that enough farm labor will 
be obtained to harvest the crops. 


It is not generally -known that 07 


inspectors of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry, experts on meats of all kinds, 
are now with the United States army 
and see to it that the soldiers get 
wholesome meat. 
There are 
in- 


spectors engaged in similar work with 
the navy. Another activity of the ag- 
ricultural department is the demon- 
stration for preserving eggs so that 
they can be shipped abroad and used 
for'the nrmy. 
Great success has at- 


tended the "pig clubs," in which 100,- 
000 boys nnd girls are now engaged in 
increasing the output of pork. 
The 


department has employed 5,051 exten- 
sion workers who are aiding the food 
production 
and 
conservation 
cam- 


paign. It has also aided In searching 
out timber needed in war supplies, 
particularly that used In making air- 
planes. In fact, there are many enter- 
prises In which the agricultural de- 
partment is engaged, all tending to 
help win the., war.

The care that Is given the soldiers 
and sailors is greater than was ever 
before heard of in any war. Possibly 
It was because of the reports that the 
camps and clothing were inadequate 
last winter that an extra effort wns 
made on the part of the people to sup- 
ply all possible deficiencies and make 
up to the men who are going to fight 
the battles of the country any short- 
comings that might have inadvertent- 
ly occurred in the rapid mobilization 
of nn nnny. 


Foremost in this work have Been 


the women of the country, who have 
been 'doing everything in their power 
to furnish clothing and conveniences 
for the troops. The fact that the Red 
Cross fund was oversubscribed Is be- 
lieved to be due largely to the work of 
the wonien in their Red Cross uni- 
forms who have been soliciting funds. 


The authorities also give great cred- 


it to the X. AI. C. A. organization 
which has established rooms at every 
camp and by which extraordinary ef- 
forts have been made to furnish the 
soldiers with books 
and entertain- 


ments. The manner In which people 
have volunteered 
their services in 


these entertainments is one of the 
features that has gratified the authori- 
ties. 


Take it all in all, there is abundant 


evidence that the people of this coun- 
try, with very 
few exceptions, are 


heart and soul interested in the war 
and are doing' everything they can to 
help the soldiers nnd sailors who must 
fight the war, and make them comfort- 
able, not only while nt home, but so 
far as is their power while they are 
abroad.

I have time today to sit down and 


write you a real honest to goodness 
letter; 
L'p to to a week ago we were 


being slutted around at a rate that 
made UK dizzy, but now we have our 
train and are waiting in a beautiCui 
part of France for orders to go up. 


When I last wrote you we were in 


a rest carnp resting up from tho trip 
across. 
Since then we have taken a

country, where we were assigned to 
our train, arid from there to what is 
called a "train garage" conveniently 
near our point oi operation. 


'I have never had the opportunity 


to tell you about our train, which is 
like a. number of others, the United 
States is operating in France.
